The Russians were able to 
ve all the crew, it secuss, in. this more 
bppy than the Japancse. But, on the 
Bher hand, the Bogatyr was a far larger, 
ore modern, and better armed vessel than 
Me Yoshino, and the loss to Russia is pro- 
Prtionately heavier, At this ticfe, when,

@erents’ navies in rapid succession, it may 
Bt be uninteresting to give a list of the 
Atual losses, as far as can bo made out from 
various accounts, Taking the Russian 
at first, we have the following :—~ :

The period: referred to 
hus beon marked by the continnance of war in 
the Far East’ and ‘by the dofanlt on the 9th 
March under the railway conttact of 9th July 
last. This rise, at this juuocture, is, therefor, 
even if. bonajfide, a very remarkable ong, as 
during the time, referred to no other Imporial 
Chiness Bonds have. risen over 1 per cent, 
Strange to state, however, on inguiry of the 
proper parties,; no payment. has yet been 
received, nor has any bank or financial house in 
this country advised them of its having 
‘undortaken on behalf’ of the Chineso Govern- 
ment to pay tho debta at a specified date, 
Plainly, till this latter ix effected any marked 
rise beyond the Chinese par prico (which in this 
case is £90) is premature, and even from that 
figure there falls to bo tuken into account ‘the 
present situation arising from the state of war 
in the distrioty bordering on the Gulf of Pechili. 
The recent upward movenmat of the past few 
weeks is, therefore, not justified by the existing 
fnets, and investors must, meantime, be content 
to await the receipt here of the remittance of 
what is required to liquidate the long overdue 
obligations in this country of the late Imperial 
North China Railway Administration.

GERMANY AND THE WAR. 
meets 


In the.German Reichstag on the 12th April 
Conzt von Biilow dealt with the subject of the 
war in the Par East. Ho said :— 

With reyard to the conflict in Bast Asia our 
attitnde is’ plain. Since it has been proved 
impossible to preserve peace, we are doing what 
we can to prevent the duel inthe Far East from | 
doveloping- into general war. Our neutrality 
is indeed pafficiently accounted for by the fact 
that.we have no reason to intervéne in. a war 
which doos not directly affect German interests, 
and, finally, this course is the surest moans of 
preserving from injury as far as may .bo our 
ecommerce and our economic interests. We have 
repeatedly been reproached with having been 
taken by surprise when the war broke out. I 
have evon read soniewhore that by our excessive 
optimism we lulled others into an wmwarranted 
sense of security. I could reply that the lead-_ 
ing Ministers in London, in Paris, and in 8. 
Petersburg, and even the representatives ‘of 
Japan in Paris and 8, Potersburg, appear, as 2 
matter of fact, to have been surprised by the 
outbreak of the war, I might also ‘lay 


‘strags upon the circumstance that oven those 


non-Japanese statesmen who , believed that 
the Japanese boiler had boon heated up to 
@ point at which it would soon emit steam did 
not foresee that the Government in Tokyo would 
choose the precise moment which it selected. for 
breakiny off diplomatic relations. , I willmeroly 
point out that at critical junctures of this ort 
the Government has to consult the great foreign 
interests of the country and has, above all, to 
see to it that when a storm is brewing the ship 
of State is not dushed upon rocky or shallows, 
If we had employed pessimistic languayo bofore 
the outbreak of the war, if we had employed 
more pessimistic language than was held else- 
where, we should have oxhibited oursulves in 8. 
Petersburg in the aspect of instigators of the 
war and might have oxcited mistrust in that 
quarter. On the other hand, we had no right 
to attribute warlike intentions to the Japanese 
Government so long as Japan had not declared 
war, It was thus our duty to keep as quiet a3 
the othar centres of European ‘polities, and 
perhaps even a little quieter, since we werd: 
less. interested than others were. We have also 
beet reproached with having interested ourselves 
in hebatt of the neutralisation of Chinn. But 
hore, too, our attitude wus prompted by 
irreproachable motives. It was, and I may safely 
soy it is, the interest of all the Powers—it is, at 
any rute, the interest of German policy—that 
the war in Eust Asia should not develop into a 
general war (Wedéhrieg), Tho exclusion of ‘the 
great Chinese Empira from the war materially 
promotes the achievement of this objeut. The 


neutralisation of Ching was, moreover, a grood ‘B, 


means of reassuring the Chinese Court ond the 
Chinese Government. The apprehension of 
being involved in the war might have caused 
the Chinese Court-to leave Pekiny, and this 
would have imperiled the security of tho Buro-’ 
peans' in China. By onr advocacy of the 
neutralisation of Chinn, which was besides the 
best refutation of the widely-circuluted calumny 
that we intended to turn ‘ths war to account 
in order to appropriate portions of China—by 
our advocacy of Uhinese novtrality, I say, we 
consider that we rendered the bost service to 
the cause of European peace in general and 
more particularly to our own interests.
